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Central Soliciting Ord! 
nance Killed; Blanket 
Measure Passes 
Unanimous- 


Fairfield Entertains Sev 
eral Thousand Visi­ 
tors On Opening 
Night 
Of 
Fair. 
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After defeating the central solicit­ 
ing ordinance by a margin 
of 
two 
votes, council 
gave 
unanimous con­ 
sent to the framing 
of 
a 
blanket 
measure to curb the ‘‘runner evil” in 
Gettysburg at the regular July meet­ 
ing, Friday evening. 
For three months, council has dis­ 
cussed an ordinance which would have 
prohibited soliciting for hotels, ga­ 
rages, lodging houses and restaurants 
in te n te r Souare and 
within 
two 
blocks of the center of town on each 
of the four main streets. 
V«»te Five To Three 
Councilmen were known to be only 
luke-warm toward passage 
of 
thia 
measure, which has had a rather up­ 
hill course from its introduction and 
which was scheduled to hit the de­ 
cline from the outset. 
When the 
ordinance 
came 
to 
a vote, council 
defeated its passage by a vote of five 
to three. 
Immediately 
Councilman 
S o n a r ­ 
man, third ward, began outlining tha 
general provisions of another solicit­ 
ing ordinance wh:ch would cover the 
town 
and 
prohibit 
s o l i c i t i n g 
within 
200 
feet 
of 
any 
build­ 
ing 
tine 
of 
any 
hotel, 
lodging 
house, restaurant or garage, by any 
person other than the owner or hi# 
authorised agents. 
The ‘JOO-flint radius 
seemed 
too 
large for some of tfit councilmen, 
with the result that, with Councilman 
Schnurman’* consent, 
the 
distance 
was modified to IOO feet of any build­ 
ing line. 
W«Mild Cover Town 
Councilman Snyder, one of those 
who voted against the central solicit­ 
ing ordinance, apparently foresaw the 
fate of the measure, for he informed 
council that the new ojrdinance already 
was in form for presentation, but wa* 
in the hands of Solicitor J. Donald 
Swope, who was not present at the 
meeting. 
The new ordinance, which will be 
presented to council in proper form 
at the next meeting, covers the town, 
and will prohibit promiscuous solicit­ 
ing not only in Center Suuare, but in 
the outlying sections. 
Every hotel, 
lodging house, garage or restaurant, 
wherever located, will come 
within 
the province of the measure. 
The soliciting ordinance 
was 
th# 
principal item of business transacted 
at the July seis'on. 
Increase Highway Budget 
Council voted to add to the budget 
of the highway department all sum* 
collected from highway violation fines 
and from the issuance of digging per­ 
mits. 
Such collections are beginning 
to mount to rather large proportions, 
and council felt that 
the 
highway 
committee was entitled to the money 
thus collected.

Paris, July 2.—(A P )—Commander 
Richard E. Byrd an*! his three com­ 
panions on the trans-Atlantic flight 
of the giant monoplane Afiierica a r­ 
rived in Paris at noon today, receiving 
a tremendous ovation from a huge 
crowd that filled the railroad station. 
The great crowd filled the station 
almost to bursting point and over­ 
flowed into every nearby street. 
So dense was the throng that Com­ 
mander Byrd and his companions, aft­ 
er a short reception on the platform 
of the station, had to fight their way 
to waiting automobiles 
while

crowd cheered wildly and threw flow­ 
ers in their path. 
Streets Jammed 
Despite a heavy rain the American 
aviator* who had fought for 42 hours 
with fog and storm were given a re­ 
ception 
such as that accorded 
to 
Charles A. Lindbergh, who so quickly 
became the darling of Paris on his 
epochal flight. 
The streets about the station were 
crowded as they had not been be­ 
fore 
in 
the 
memory 
of 
veteran 
gendarmes. 
Men held women high in the air to 
watch the passage of the American 
fliers while children 
wormed 
their 
way into every conceivable place in 
the front line and the big police force 
stationed all along the route had the 
hardest 
kind 
of

passage way clear for the procession, j 
Break Windows 
The tremendous 
enthusiasm 
was 
not confined to Paris, tor at every 
station along the line from 
Caen, 
where the American aviators 
went 
last night, from 
Ver-Sur-M* r,

jammed with people when the truin

So eager were the crowds to see 
their new heroes that the windows of 
compartments W**re broken as 
pas­ 
senger* jostled and pushed about. 
After 
the J arrival in 
Paris the 
Americans set out for the Continental 
hotel in a drizzling rain while thou­ 
sands of cheering Parisians brav<*d 
the wet weather to gr<*ct them and 
to shout France's admiration of their 
skill and courage in their valiant 
fight against th** 
storm 
conditions 
they 
had 
encountered 
throughout 
their great air voyage. 
Only invited guests were permitted 
inside tho railroad station. 
Deter­ 
mined to see the Americans, however, 
workmen crowded the roofs of every 
train in the vicinity and passengers 
cranned their necks out of windows 
in an effort to catch even a fleeting 
glimpse of them. 
Pelted With Flowers 
Some 
one

Commander 
Byrd with a huge bunch of flower* as 
he stepped out of his compartment 
smiling a greeting to those who wel­ 
comed him.

A romance of the General Motors 
Proving Ground at Milford, Michigan, 
comes to light today with the an­ 
nouncement th at Chevrolet test car 
number 112 has been retired from the 
Proving Ground 
service after with­ 
standing

months over various types of roads 
and a wide range of driving

Number 112 had a standard light 
delivery panel body on the standard 
commercial car chassis and had bpen 
taken out of regular production at I 
Flint plant. 
When, in the course of j 
the usual routine, it was replaced at j 
the 
proving 
ground 
by 
another 
Chevrolet, it still had in it many miles ; 
of unused transportation, engineers 
declared, despite 
the 
gruelling 
ex­ 
perience of so many miles of terrific 
test driving. 
Forty miles 
out of Detroit in the 
hills and vales of Livingston county, 
whore the groat outdoor automobile 
laboratory is located, this Chevrolet, 
like others there, underwent supreme 
tests in the cause of improved automo­ 
tive transportation. 
In the course of 
these tests, the car was called upon to 
go through all the types of service an 
automobile may be heir to—-and more.’ 
It was kept on test fo r 135 days, 
“working” on an average 
of 341.8 
miles a day. 
There were days when
